quick apprehension of aperpetrator and 
assures that the proper emergency as- 
sistance is on the way. 

In most cases, a car is being dis- 
patched at the same time that the dis- 
patcher is asking the questions. More 
than one person is generally assigned 
to dispatch, and while one is ascertain- 
ing information from the caller, the other

| guess it’s an age-old problem. You 
try your best to raise your children so 
they will be better people — people you 
can be proud of.

We worked exceptionally hard at 
getting The Romulus News and The 
Wayne News out before Christmas so 
that we could take a well-earned couple 
of weeks off. As luck would have it, 
however, | pulled a muscle and pinched 
anerve in my left shoulder right before 
the holidays, and knowing that | would 
not even get to enjoy my little vacation 
because of the pain | was suffering just 
put the icing on the cake for me. 

By the time Christmas Eve arrived, 
| was mentally wiped out. After | took 
my wife to do her final shopping, we 
went directly to my daughter’s house 
to settle down with our family. 

My back and shoulder were killing 
me, my wife was overly tired, the grand- 
children were raising a ruckus, and | 
was still convinced that no one cared 
a plug nickel for me, so | went upstairs 
and went to bed. | really wanted no part 
of this Christmas except for watching 
my grandchildren open their presents 
— those kids are, basically, my life. 

At about five in the morning, my 
mother came upstairs, along with my 
wife, and woke me up, telling me that 
Santa had been there. | thought, “Big 
deal. What do | care? Just let me alone 
so | can sleep through this misery.’ 

Finally, |got up and went downstairs, 
only to see that my grandchildren were 
not yet up. The room was fairly dark, 
except for the glow from the tree and 
a candle-bearing Christmas doll that 
my daughter had bought for my wife. 

Wiping the sleep from my eyes, | 
sat down at the end of the couch and 
my son, who (I know) hates the ground 
that | walk on, handed me this tiny little 
package. 

“You have to guess what’s in it,’ he 
said. | couldn't. 

| opened the little package, and 
there were two little keys inside the box.

I started to open the large package 





and, when | got one end uncovered, | 
saw something that | have wanted for 
several years, but could never afford. 

| hate to admit it, but | broke down 
and cried like a baby — not because of 
the gift itself, but because | realized that 
everyone really must care a lot about 
me in order to make such sacrifices to 
buy it for me.

Medicare Pays 
Hospice Costs 


The following information from the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Ser- 
vices was submitted to “the little paper” 
by Frances Heimes-Savickis, Field Rep- 
resentative for the Inkster branch office 
of the Social Security Administration.) 

Medicare hospital insurance can 
help pay for hospice care if a doctor 
certifies that a person has a terminal ill- 
ness. If you know such a person, it’s a 
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good idea to make sure he or she knows 
about his important Medicare benefit. 

Hospice care is a special program 
of care intended to give pain relief, symp- 
tom management, and support services 
to terminally ill people and their fami- 
lies. A person must sign a statement 
choosing hospice care instead of stan- 
dard Medicare benefits for the terminal 
illness. 

Medicare can pay for two 90-day 
periods of care, one 30-day period, and 
one extension period if the patient is 
still terminally ill. 

During a hospice period, Medicare 
pays the full cost of all covered services 
for the terminal illness. There are no 
deductibles or copayments except for 
part of the costs of outpatient drugs and 
inpatient respite care. 

Respite care is a short-term inpa- 
tient stay which may be needed for the 
patient in order to give temporary relief 
to the person who regularly assists with 
with home care. Inpatient respite care 
is limited each time to stays of no more 
than five days in a row. 


For respite care, the patient is re- 
sponsible for 5% of the cost, or about 
$4.13 a day in 1990. 

The Medicare Handbook, published 
by the Health Care Financing Adminis- 
tration, contains more information about 
hospice care. Copies were recently sent 
to all Medicare beneficiaries, but you 
can obtain a copy by calling Social 
Security’s toll-free telephone number, 
1-800-2345-SSA (1-800-234-5772). Call 
early in the morning or early in the even- 
ing for best service.

The invention of penicillin 


Thousands of years ago, 
Egyptians used a mixture of 
hippopotamus fat and moldy 
bread to cure diseases.

Brugger is divorced and has three 
children: two sons and one daughter. 
His daughter runs the tanning salon, 
while at least one of the boys works 
part-time at the auto supply. 

Born in Detroit, Brugger attended 
that city’s Lowery High School and went 
on to attend Henry Ford Community 
College for one year. He began his ca- 
reer at Van Born Auto Parts on Van Born, 
working there for four years. He spent 
the next 20 years at Thunderbird Auto 
Parts, then decided to open his own 
store. 

Brugger does not intend to start 
another major chain-store operation; 
he says he simply wants to operate a 
business that will make him a comfort- 
able living. He has done that. 

Bruggeris well liked by almost every- 
one who knows him, and one of the rea- 
sons for his popularity is his friendly 
treatment of customers. One thing that 
Brugger says he regrets about being 
so busy is that he can’t spend as much 
time with individual people as he used 
to when he first opened Romulus Video.

“Operation Desert Shield” 
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Point of Law’

The dram shop actis an act that cre- 
ates a right of action against the supplier 
of liquor and his/her insurer for injuries 
sustained at the hands of intoxicated 
persons. 

The act provides that suit must be 
brought within two years after injury or 
death. In addition, notice must be given 
to all potential defendants of an intent 
to pursue a claim within 120 days after 
the plaintiff retains an attorney for the 
purpose of pursuing a claim. 

The notice may be a brief letter iden- 
tifying the plaintiff, the transaction, and 
the intent to pursue a claim. Failure to 
give notice could lead to a dismissal. 

A paternity action may be brought 
at any time before a child reaches 18 
years of age. However, expenses or sup- 
port cannot be ordered for the period 
prior to the date on which the complaint 
was filed if the complaint is filed more 
than six years after the birth of the child. 
Thus, if a paternity complaint is filed 
when the child is five-and-a-half years 
old, the mother may ask for support from 
the time the child was born.

PJ’s Distillery Is 
Now A “Memory”

PJ’s Distillery, also known as PJ’s 
Lounge, is now a thing of the past. Al- 
though the owner is the same, the name 
and look have changed. 

Al Acker, owner of Memories, had 
what some would call a white elephant 
in PJ’s. Although he tried everything 
possible to get the club off the ground, 
it seemed that, after the live, Top 40 
music faded (much like Country did in 
the mid-’80s), the bar could not rebound. 
He tried Rock, Hard Rock, Top 40, Coun- 
try, a Top 40 Du, and just about every- 
thing else, but nothing seemed to work. 
While it was felt that changing music 
formats too often may have been one 
of the problems, the biggest concern 
seemed to be the name of the establish- 
ment. Apparently, the original name, 
PJ’s Distillery, caused many people to 
think that the club was a knock-down, 
drag-out joint — when, in fact, there 
was probably less trouble there than 
at any other bar in the immediate area 
that featured live entertainment. 

Names have a way of making or 
breaking businesses, especially bars. 
If people relate aname to arough place, 
they won’t go there, and even if they do 
try it once, they usually leave feeling 
lucky that nothing happened to them 
while they were there. 

The name ‘‘Memories” is probably 
meant to attract a slightly older crowd. 
“Memories” implies just what the bar 


will be: a place which features music 
that will bring back many good mem- 
ories. The decor features this theme 
of the past, to a degree, and the music 
(at this time, provided by a Du) will be 
older material that will appeal more to 
the 30-to-55 age group: music from the 
’50s, 60s, and ’70s. 

It is hoped that, someday soon, the 
club will feature live comedy acts — 
something that the City could use, as 
far as entertainment is concerned. It 
would be different and refreshing. 

Memories also has anew look out- 
side: new landscaping, a better parking- 
lot entrance and exit, and (as soon as 
weather permits) a new paint job. 

Good luck, Memories. Maybe a few 
good “memories” are what we all need 
right now.

We have had to turn away only five 
people from our events with these new 
policies, and none of them were from 
Our Own community. .. . That, in itself, 
is the most important part of this whole 
change. | hope that, eventually, every 
person who has ever left a game at our 
~ school, wondering if they would ever 
come back, willnow comeback. It would 
be great to see our stands filled with 
students, graduates, and community 
members cheering on our teams, rather 
than wondering who’s going to fight 
whom after the game. 

| hope that it is quite clear to every- 
one that your next fight at a Romulus 
event will be your last — and, if recent 
games are any indication of things to 
come, then this community will have a 
lot to be proud of in the ’90s. 


Thanks again for all of the phone 
calls and comments of support on this 
very difficult issue. | can only hope that 
it may help to make Romulus High 
School the best place in Wayne County 
to attend school — especially athletic

Fighting colds and flu and two se- 
vere ankle injuries to two of the start- 
ers, the varsity volleyball program has 
kicked off the 1990-91 season with a 
very admirable beginning. 

After finishing first in their pool in 
the annual Taylor Tournament, the Lady 
Eagles took their efforts into the semi- 
finals against a very stubborn Riverview 
team. The Pirates came out the victors, 
leaving the Eagles with a third-place 
finish. 

“These girls have all been in the 
program for three or four years now,’ 
stated Coach Gail Coleman, “and it just 
seems that, each year, we start out 
slowly and progressively get better as 
the season goes on. We didn’t play very 
well in our first two matches with New 
Boston and Gabriel Richard, and our 
inability to serve well came back to get 
us again in the Taylor Tournament.
